Are we ready tol 
cry out in a-tranfport of furprife,-“* How mighty is the Being 
who, kindled fuch a prodigious fire, and keeps alive from age 
to age fuch.an.enormous mafs of flame!”’—Ilet us attend our 
philofophic guides, and. we fhall be brought acquainted with 

{peculations-more enlarged and more-inflaming.

_ {part.ofthe grand.machine of the-univerfe; every ftar, though 
"|i appearance no bigger than the diamond that glitters upon 
a lady’s ring, js realy a-vaft giobe, like the fun in fize and 
in glory; no.lefs fpacious, no lefs luminous, than the radi- 
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“ 
iantt ource of the day: So thatevery ftar is not barely a world, 
Hout the centre of a magnificent fyftem; has a retinue of 
worlds, irradiated by its beams, and revolymg round its at- 
traétive influence, all which are loft to our fight in unmeafu- 
rable wilds of ether. That the ars appear hike fo many di- 
jminutive and fcarce diftinguifhable points, is owing to their 
immenfe and inconceivable diftance. Immenfe and incon- 
ceivable indeed it is, fince a ball, fhot from the foaded can-| 
non, and flying with unabated rapidity, muft travel at this 
impetuous rate almoit feven hundred thoufand years, before 
it could reach the neareit of thefe twinkling luminaries. 

«¢ While, beholding this vaft expanfe, I learn,my own 
extreme meannefs, i would alfo difcover the abject hitlenefs 
of all terreftrial things. What is the earth, with all her 
loftentatious fcenes, compared with this aftonifhing grand fur- 
niture of the fkies? What, but a dim fpeck, hardly per- 
ceivable in the map of the univerfe? Itis obferved by a ve- 
ry judicious writer, that if the fun himfelf, which enlight- 
ens this part of the création, was extinguifhed, and all the 
boft of planetary yworlds, which move about him, were an- 
nihilated, they would not be miffed by an eye that can take 
in the whole compafs of natuie, any more than a grain of 
fand upon the fea-fhore. The bulk of which they confift, 
and the {pace which they occupy, is fo exceedingly little in 
comparifon of the whole, that their lofs would leave fcarcea 
blank in the immeniity of God’s works. IPfthen, not our 
globe only, but this whole fyftem, be fo very diminutive, 
what is a kingdom or a country? What are a few lordthips, 
or the fo much admired patrimonies of thofe who are fyled 
wealthy? When I meafure’'them with my own little pittance, 
lthey fwell into proud bloated’ dimenfions: But when I 
take theainiverfe for my ftandard, how feanty 1s their fize, 
how contemptible their figure! they fhrink inte pompous 
nothings.”

ef HE natural advantages which arife from the pofition 
of the earth, we inhabit, with refpe&t to the other 
planets, afford much employment to mathematical fpecula-

* To this end all the appearances of nature uniformly con- 
iipire. Whatever we fee on every fide, reminds us of the 
lapfe of time and the flux of life. che day and the night 
fucceed each other, the rotation of feafons diverfifies the year, | 

ithe fun ‘rifes, attains the meridian, declines, and fets; and 
the moon every night changes its form.

All trees cut down near the ground fhould have the fur- 
face made quite fmooth, rounding it off ina fmall degree, 
as before mentioned; and the dry powder direéted to be 
ufed afterwards, fhould have an equal quantity of powder 
of alabafer mixed with it, in order the better to refift tne 
dripping of the trees and heavy rains. 

If any of the compofition be left for afuture eccafion, it - 
fhould be kept in atub, or other veflel, and urine of any 
kind poured on it, fo as to cover the furface, or otherwife the} 
atmofphere will .greatly hurt the efhcacy of the application. 

Where lime rubbith of old buildings cannot be eafily got, 
take powdered chalk, or.common lime, after having been 
ilacked a.month at leaft. 

As the growth of the tree will gradually affeét the plafter, 
by raifing up its edges next the bark, care fhould be taken, 
where that happens, to rub it over with the finger when oc- 
cafion may require (which is bef done when moiftened by 
rain) that the plafter may be kept whole, to prevent the air 
and wet from penetrating into the wound. _

more plafters of thefame fort, At the end of twelve hours,J 
you may draw out the cancer, root and branch, by means of} 
a pair of forceps 3 after this operation you may cure the} 
wound with a plafterof common Turner’s Cerate, 
A remedy for Corns. 

Make a plafter on leather, with garlick, pounded toa pulp;} 
firft pare the corn clofe, and then bind on the plafter: Re-j 
peat itfor three following nights, and it will cure the corn] 
leffectually. 
Note, the plafters muft be kept on all the time. 
Anodyue Balfam. 

Take of white Spanifh foap, oné ounce; opium, unpre- 
pared, two drachms; reétified fpirit of wine, nine ounces.
